LONDON, Sept 3.—The Englishmen who 


will sail for Zanzibar on Beit Wednes- 
day, probably, will be tho first to meet 
Stanley, if he is alive, or tlio first to semi 
uthrmtic information if h* is dead. Ths 
news of the departure of this expedition 
i&3 been kept a profound secret here, and 
t is not known as yet to more than a 
dozen people besides the men going. Bui 
he contracts are swfued, and nearly eight 
mndred hired natives are waiting for tlii* 
party at Zanzibar.

East coast of Africa to an English cor- 
poration. The grant covers over nft? 
million acres bounded by the German 
possessions on tho south near the river 
Hovurna and by tho AVanda on the north. 
The western limit is not fixed, butextemH 
Ht least to Lake Victoria, where supplies 
are waiting for Stanley. The grant in- 
cludes the port of Mombassa, one of tho 
best harbors on tho East coast and this 
easiest point f< r Ktanley to reach when 
traveling to the Emit coast after reaching 
Einin Pasha. Tho president of the com- 
pany owning this grant is VTni. JIcKin- 
non, one of Stanley's 
most 
intimate 


frieads and supporters and chairman of 
the Emiu Tagha expedition committee. 
Mr. McKinnon i(= president of the British 
India Navigation Company and one of 
the richest men in England. 
A largo 


portion of the funds for the Einin Fasnq 
expedition, as also of tho present one, 
came out of his pocket. Before Stanley 
left ho know of this concession to Mr. 
McKinnon's company, studied its boun- 
daries and become much interested in it. 
Since Stanley loft England Sir. McKiu- 
non and his friends have been busy 
getting a royal chart for the grant. It 
will be issued to them on Wednesday, 
when the news will be officially gazetted 
hero and become pr.blic property, but not 
before Lieutenant Swaine and hi party 
will be well out to sea and other expedi- 
tions forestalled. It will 1m at least two 
months before any oilier expedition now 
talked of cun got started. 1 talked with 
one of the jjontleman Interested with Mr. 
McKinnon in that expedition, but he was 
not willing to give much information. 
He said that the purpose of the expedi- 
tion was not to relieve Stanley but to ex- 
plore the grant, to imiko srrveys and 
maps, and to endeavor to develop tho 
rich trade ot the interior. He added that 
the concession wus (lie best snot on tho 
East const of Africa, and that it was in 
the bauds of men with money enough to 
bring out its resources. He decHred that 
Mr. McKmnou did not !'• cl iu the lettst 
alarmed about Stanley, and thnt there- 
fore It was not nceessury to send men to 
look for him and to rescue him; that 
the present expedition,

Important, was purely a commercial one. 
Still, he admitted that the party might 
bo tho first to meet Stanley, us probably 
tho latter would reach the East coas( 
through 
their 
territory, especially as 


Stanley know every detail rr Ihe coni-es- 
slon of land before h;; started out. Con- 
sidering tho close connection between 
tho Einin i'ashn relief 
expedition and 


this commercial expedition, this seeuia 
more than probable. At any rate, this is 
the way two or three experienced army 
officers In the party look at it. Though 
nothing has been heard of Stanley siuca 
his letter to Mr. McKluuou, received iu 
May and dated November, Mr. JIcKinnon 
and tho other members of the Eniiu re- 
lief committee never express any fea< 
that ho has met with disaster. It looks 
very much as th,>\i<:h the gentlemen who 
will sail on Monday wore timed to meet 
him on the East coast near Mombassa, if 
all has gone well with Stanley, as ex- 
pected.
